Speak- 
ing before five thousand people he di- 
rected his attention to many of Bo- 
nar Law's utterances. He scored the 
negative policy of the Conservatives in 
the face of such a manifesto as the 
labor party had issued, deplored the 
splitting 
of the country 
at a time 


when radical 
changes 
were being 


called for from a. large section of the 
populations and declared there was no 
use talking of tranquility and stabil- 
ity and the substitution of less ener- 
getic leadership when the country as 
yet was by no means "out of the 
rough." 


Unity among all men of like minds 


who believed in keeping tho country 
steady was necessary he insisted, in 
the face of the storms that 
were 


threatening it. 


"I trust their negative policy is on- 


ly a phrase. A negative policy is not 
the way to get through your trou- 
bles." 


He laid great stress on the necessi- 


ty of activity instead of passivity in 
dealing with the after the war situa- 
tion. 


"Europo is in rags'" he declared 


"Many a dreary and weary year will 
be travelled before it gets back to 
what it was before the war. Its no 
use thinking you're going to get out 
by talking of tranquility and stability 
or by substituting Mr. Stanley Bald- 
win for Sir1 Robert Home.

Mrs. Mills nor the automobile parked 
nearby at the time of the murder 
was in sight when she made the sec- 
ond visit.

Mills escaped from her assailants aft- 
er the rector was killed and hid be- 
hind bushes nearby, only to be re- 
captured and 
dragged back to the 


spot under tho crabapple tree, were 
amazing 
details in the eye witness 


story as retold Friday by Mrs. Gib- 
son to special Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Mott. 


Her statement that Airs. Mills ran 


away after 
Dr. Hall had been shot 


and hid 'in/the bushes between the 
apple tree and the old Phillips house 
where the man and woman murder- 
ers found her with tho aid of flash- 
lights and dragged her 30 or 40 yards 
over the rough ground, is borne, out 
by the autopsy. The slain choir sing-

BRONCHIAL EMBROCATIONS 


The muscles which do most of our coughing 


are the diaphragm and intercostals. The diaphragm 
is that circus-tent like muscle which separates the 
chest cavity from the abdominal cavity; the inter- 
costal muscles are the muscles between the ribs. 
Much coughing makes these muscles sore. In fact 
every harsh or hard cough seems to "come from 
way down in the chest." The cause of the cough 
may be way up in the ear, and the liniment, em- 
brocation, salve or other counter-irritant is applied 
about midway between the ear and the diaphragm, 
and if the coughing lets up in a few days the suf- 
ferer writes a testimonial for the treatment. 
If it 


keeps right on or grows worse under the treat- 
ment, however, the victim keeps quiet about it- 
For every individual 
who becomes 
enthusiastic 


about a salve or liniment there are perhaps a hun- 
dred who just keep quiet about it, but the one 
testimonial makes enough noise to keep folks from 
noting the impressive silence of the hundred. 


Some of the most distressing blisters it has been 


my ill fortune to see were caused by a salve or 
embrocation which the gullible laity uses extensive- 
ly as a substitute for good home-made mustard 
saste or mustard plasters, the stuff being war- 
ranted not to blister! 


As I said in an earlier talk, counter-irritation is 


second only to the hot mustard foot bath for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing blood from the congested area 
n the chest in acute bronchitis, and homemade 
mustard paste for adults and freshly prepared cam- 
phorated oil for young chiuldren, are the best 
mown counter-irritants to use. 
There are scores 


of other things, old and new, domestic, prcscrip- 
.ional and proprietary, but we may accomplish all 
.hat such remedies can accomplish xvith mustard 
paste and camphorated oil alone, except, perhaps 
he psychological effect of a peculiar or powerful 
idor on the credulous mind. 


Some of the old-fashioned doctors prescribe either 


extra flannel chest "protectors" or the now rare 
curiosity called a pneumonia jacket (a layer of oiled 
ilk and a layer of muslin with a thick padding of 
cotton between) for patients ill of or convalescent 
from bronchitis. Originally, of course, this was sug- 
gested to keep more "cold" from pentrating the chest 
wall and shrivelling the bronchial tubes or some- 
thing. The few who still use this jacket, now at- 
tempt to dignify it. by calling it a counter-irritant. 
It is an irritant, all right, particularly to a cleanly 
person who is required to wear the thing for weeks 
and months on end. but it is in no sense a count rr- 
irritant, merely an acknowledgment of a certain 
superstitious belief in the ancient fallacy that bron- 
chitis and pneumonia were caused by a sort of 
freezp-up or congealing in the chest by cold pene- 
trating the chest wall. 


Lest any doubt enter the reader's mind, let me say 


here that acute bronchitis is caused by infection, 
gprms of several known kinds, precisely as is dip- 
tbTia or typhoid fnver an infections disease.

pnys the Springfield NEWS, "but it is 
the wise man who rides with, rather 
than defies, the storms in a menacing 
hour.

From the point of view of the Euro- 
pean, the old, happy-go-lucky system 
was infinitely more convenient. With 
a full purse one could consider himself 
he real ruler of the country- Now, 
under Mustapha Kemal, the days of 
'bakshish" arc gone. 
Even the most 


subordinate Turkish official has bP- 
corne incorruptible, as I know to my 
cost. Without an order from Kemal 
one can do nothing now in Anatolia. 
It is not that the officials have chang- 
•d (having practically no pay they 
would be only too ready to accept 
iribes) but that the Angora Govern- 
ment inspires tho greatest terror even 
n the most out-of-the-way provinces. 
Several 
times during 
the last few 


years Kemal has ordered the temp- 
orary closing of the Anatolian ports. 


During one of those periods a tor- 


pedoboat was anchored in one of the 
most desolate harbors of that desolate 
coast. It belonged to a power friend- 
ly 
to 
Kemal 
and, 
having 
been 


there some time, its officers and crew 
were on excellent terms with the pop- 
ulation on shore. 
The latter would 


arrange big wild-boar drives for the 
amusement of the officers, while in 
the evening the notables of the vil- 
lage would assemble on board to enjoy 
good wine in defiance of the Prophet. 
But the moment the order from Kemal 
ame, the commander was informed 
that no one would be allowed to land. 
Entreaties, threats, and bribes proved 
of no avail. The Caimacan was pro- 
fuse in his apologies, he daily sup- 
plied thfi ship with everything nec- 
essary; but on the subject of landing 
was adament till another order came 
from Angora reopening the port.

tains and of contraband and piracy 
along the coast. 


One of the things that most struck 


me in the new -Turkey is the spread 
of scepticism and unbelief. Many, es- 
pecially those of higher education and 
the officials, make, no secret of being 
free thinkers, and do not even make a 
pretense of conforming to the tenets of 
their religion.

wine and wear headgear with deep 
visors over tho eyes. It is a great mis-

Burned Constantinople 


Washington, D. C.—Smyrna burned 


and the world was startled. Constan- 
tinople is partly 
burned—but 
the 


world has forgotten about it. 


"Traces 
of the fires that swept 


Baltimore and Chicago have been ob- 
literated; but not so with disastrous 
blazes that charred whole sections of 
the Turkish city which just now is 
very much a center of world atten- 
tion," says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C. head-quarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, based on a 
communication from Sohta Solano. 
"The bevastatine fires that have ever 
been working toward the destruction 
of Constantinople caused the city to 
be built anew every fifty years, un- 
til a law was passed prohibiting the 
construction of wooden houses on the 
site of burned ones; in fact, it was 
provided that no houses at all should 
be hiiilt until the city government 
planned new streets. 


"Nothing has been done about the 


planning, however, and the result is 
that 
one-fourth of 
Stamboul—more 


than 22,000 houses, burned during the 
past twelve years—still lies in ashes. 
Scutari, too, has vast ruined sections. 
So has Pera, on a much smaller scale. 


"When a fire starts tn Stamboul it 


nearly always assumes frightful pro- 
portions. 
In the fire of IflOS, 1,500 


buildings were destroyed; in that of 
1011, 2,463 houses; the following day 
an entire Jewish quarter burned; in 
1912 an immense area between Sanc- 
ta Sophia and the Marmora was con- 
sumed. The fire of .Tune, 1918, burned 
8,000 buildings, clearing a. space from 
the Golden Horn through the center 
of the city. 
These fires are enor- 


mously destructive 
because of the 


narrow streets, 
wooden houses and 


volunteer firemen who go to answer 
the call on foot, carrying a pump on 
their shoulders. 


"The firemen of Constantinople are 


worth a story in themselves. Unpaid 


for their services, they reason Jike 
this: 


" 'If we don't go to this fire, the 


owner will lose all his belongings. If 
we go and take some of them home 
with us and leave some to him, is he 
not better off than if we hadn't come 
at all? We give our services free of 
charge; the owner must give us 
bakshish if he wants us to risk our 
lives for him. 


" 'We get to the fire as quickly aa 


we can run, and if the owner dors 
not consent to give us money at once, 
so we can get to work, the fire will 
gain headway; that is not our fault, 
but his.' 


"It was a cause for grief and accu- 


sations of injustice when the British 
installed their own fire system in Te- 
rn. r,y the time the Turks come pant 
ing down the street to bargain, the 
British ha\c the fire out and are driv 
ing away. 


"The walls that inclosed Byzantium 


and saved civilization for a thousand 
years are still standing, and consti 
tute, with the exception of Sancta 
Sophia, the most interesting historical 
monument in Turkey. 


"Tho impression produced by, these 


battered and lonely ruins is ineradi- 
cable. The lines of walla and towers 
still stretch out as far as the eye can 
see, rising and falling, tinted from 
dark brown to ocher and gray, some 
times covered with vegetation. 
They 


are barbaric, threatening, mournful. 


"Modern Constantinople is forgot- 


ten as one tries to imagine what these 
barriers seemed like to the hordes of 
barbarians who came every few years, 
looked at those miles of moated and 
turreted walls, and then turned back. 


"Now gypsies and refugees lix-e hero 


and there in the ruins that extend for 
five miles across the isthmus, from the 
Sea of Marmora to the Golden Horn. 
They rob the gardens which are cul 
tivated in the old moats, and watr>r 
with astonishment the occasional alrM 
plane that buzzes high over the walls 
of Theoclosius II."

Btate," said Mr. Wilson, "are from 15 
to 20 per cent and sometimes run to 
90 per cent in. apiaries of more tt>.ar.

during storage witft plenty of g;ood 
stores for bees of the right age." 


There are three distinct periods of 


•winter care for bees. 
The first or 


fall period, extends from Sept. 1 to

the bees ready for winter. 


During the. second of the., ^winter 


periods, Nov. 20 to March "21. the 
bees may be expected to remain in 
the hives without flight and should 
not be disturbed 
except 
under ex- 


treme conditions.

third,

spring period, is from March 21 to 
May 15. 


Bees packed out of doors will not 


need to be disturbed until 
May if 


properly prepared right now. Cellar- 
wintered bees, should be packed with 
about 20 pounds of sugar stores or 30 
pounds of sugar syrup 'per hive. The 
bee cellar needs a temperature of '50 
to 57 degrees for a successful cluster. 


A few beekeepers winter bees out

Of course, if you 
are a tinkerer nnd 
know how to 


handle a screw driver, you can take 
apart most any reel and put it to 
gether again, but, m= the reel is a fine 
ly set tool it should be .sent to a rea 
reel doctor for a. once over nnd clean 
ing if you don't happen to be one 01 
the tinkering clan. Oil tho reel wel 
with a light oil, and a little vaseline 
on the cogs will help it in good shape 
until needed. Take off the old cast 
ing line before you wrap the reel in 
a slightly oiled rag and put it away 
in its ca.se. And by the way, there 
is no better insurance against bumps 
and Jams to a re« than a little old 
leather reel case. It's a fine protecc 
tor for this valuable asset in the bait 
caster's outfit and pays for
